And, 
midſt cf their Theological End, they mult allow that 
kev arc either Signs of Calamities, or elſe the efficient Cauſe 
dere l. If Comets are Signs, then their End is this; vi. 
Barde may be Monitors, Inſtigators, and Admoniſhers to 
Repertance. But, if they be the efficient Cauſe of Miſeries, 
den their Theological End is, that they are ſent as the In- 
froments of pun ſhing ſome ſuch enormous Malice and Con- 
amacy of Mankind, as would not he kept under or 1eſtrained 

dy any human Law or Diſcip!:ne. : 
we have great Cauſe to fear ſome farther Effects of God's 
wt ſadgments upon Mankind, who has in this laſt Comet 
p ven 2 {econd Sign of his great Diſpleaſure. It all come to 
% (faith the Lord to Moſes) that if they will not believe 
tree, neither hearken to the Voice of the firfl Sign, then they 
will believe the Voice of the latter Sign. Exod. iv. 8. which 
mphes, that Men ought to hear the Voice of God in ſignal 
Providences, elpecially when repeated and iterated, The 
note eminent Works of God are uſually called S'gns in the 
cripture, and ſignity ſome extraordinary Thing, eicher pre- 
Ent or future; ſuch divine Works as are Enfigns of the 
Power, Juſtice, and Wiſdom of the Creator, or that do fig- 
ty the Accompliſhment of ſome eminent Work of God ta 
be near at Hand, The Words before us, it's true, have a 
Fe'*r:nce to miraculous Signs, but we ſce not in theſe Days 
tle Signs which were ſeen in the Days of our Forefathers ; 
de Lord doth not now appear in that miraculous Way for our 
Deliverance as he did for them. But, beſides the miraculous 
91s belore· mentioned, there ate portentous Signs Oy 
allo 
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Intimations and Signs either of the Mercy, or of the Wrath 
of Heaven towards the Children of Men, The Plagues o 
Egypt were of this Sort: When Water was turn'd into Blood 
it was a prodigious Sign that the Egyprians for their bloody 
Cruelty, in deitroying the //raelitih Infants, ſhould them. 
ſelves die and periſh in the Waters, There were prodigious 
Thunders, Storms of Fire and Hail, a ſudden and prodigioyy 
Increaſe of noctious Creatures, &c, all which were Sipny 
portending the Deſtruction of Egypt, and the Salvation of [; 
rae/, There are ſtill other portentous Signs taken Notice of 
in the Scripture, which are not proper Miracles; ſuch are 
blazing Stars, and unuſual Appearances on the Earth, er in 
the Heavens, There were fearful Sights and great Signs 
from Heaven, portending the Deſtruction of Feru/alen, and 
Ruin of the Few Nation (as predicted by our Saviour 
himſelf, Luke xxi. 11.) Such Sights as (lrike Terror into the 
Hearts of the Spectators of them, are mentioned as the more 
immediate Prefages of great Miſeries and Calamitics, J. 
ſepbus, I. 7. c. 12. reports, that a little before the Deſſtuc. 
tion of Feruſalem there was ſeen a blazing Star, which ſcem'd 
to impend over that City : This was a fearful Sight, and a 
great Sign from Heaven of the immediate Deſtruction of that 
City and Nation. And the Prophet Joel, foretelling the 
ſame Calamities, faith alſo that prodigious Signs in Heaven 
ſhould preſage and portend them, (c. ii. v. 30, 31) [ill 
eau Wonders in ib Heaven, (and are not blazing Stars 
Wonders in the Heaven) And in the Earth Blæod and Fim, 
and Pillars of Smike. The learned and judicious Mede, Di. 
6, p. 37. informs us, that the Hebrews of old did uſe to 
call a Comet, or blazing Star, by the Name of a Pillar el 
Smoke: 'Therefore, when it is ſaid, there ſhall be Pillars cf 
Smoke before the great and terrible Day of the Lord, the true 
Intent and Meaning ef thoſe Expreſſions is, that Comet! 
ſhould preceed and preſage the Miſeries coming upon 20 
Nation or People. And I do aver,“ faith a very learnes

« only Things that provoke God to Anger.” Now thoſe 
odigious Appearances in the Heavens are fitted to alarm 
u, and give Notice of enſuing Evils, becauſe they are both 
anuſual and affrightening. Had the Scripture been ſilent 
ibout the Portents of ſuch fearful Sights and Signs in Heaven 
2s Comets are, yet would the Experience of many Ages, and 
even of this preſent Age, bear ſad Witneis to the Truth 
ereof. 
5 We need not go ſo far back as the Year 1618, when four 
Comets appeared one after another, all which are diſcourſed 
of in the Writings of the greateſt Aſtrologers of that Time: 
We will come ſtill nearer to our own Times and Memory ; 
the Years 1664 and 1665 were productive of ſuch dreadful 
Appearances, and moſt fignal and direful were the Events 
which enſued ; if ſuch a Pettilence and Fire, as preſently after 
happen'd, may be ſtyled ſo; and an unhappy War between 
two profeſſing Nations, whereby much Chriſtian and Pro- 
teſtant Biood was ſhed ; alſo the Miſeries which the Eagliſb, 
inhabiting the Caribbee Iſlands, ſuffered from the Sword of 
their Enemies, and by prodigious 'Tempeſts which God ſent 
amongſt them. Afterwards, in the Years 1672, 1677, 
1680, and 1682, other Comets appeared, and were followed 
by very remarkable Events... Another Dutch War com- 
menced, and their Territories nearly deſtroy'd by the French, 
The Town of Beſia in Piedmont ſuddenly ſunk down into the 
Earth, ſo that nothing of it appeared, only two Perſons in 
the whole Town that eſcaped with their Lives. In Eng/and 
was formed a moſt horrid Popiſh Plot, wherein it was 1e- 
ſolved that the Proteſtant Name ſhould no more be had in 
Remembrance. In Hungary above 400 Villages were made 
deſolate by Fire and Sword: And many more very remarka- 
ble Events followed the Appearance of thoſe Comets, as may 
be ſeen in the Hiſtory of thoſe Times, And are not the 
Times in which we now live too much like thoſe miſerable 
Days? The Death of the Emperor of Germany, and the 
=u Effuſion of Blood ſince the Appearances of theſe two 
aſt Comets, and the miſerable Circumſtances into which 
many Nations and States in Europe are now plunged, are
